KUWAIT (KUNA I - Radio Israel said mi Wednesday Ihnt security authorities hnvc arrested 
car drivers who carried to hos pit ills victims of a large outbreak or mysterious Illnesses among 
Palestinian schoolgirls. 

The radio, monitored here, added that the drivers, along with six Arab youths from Jenin, 
were cross-examined on the Incidents. 

The radio gave no oilier details nn (he overall niiinher oft hose arrested or the charges, if any, 
filed against them. 

Meanwhile, an American medical team from (lie Centre fur Disease Control In Allanla, 
Georgia is expected to visit the Jenin mid Hebron Hospitals Io probe reasons for tbe illnesses. 

Hundreds of schoolgirls were reportedly suffering from nausea, di/xlness nnd ubilunilnul 
pain along 'vlth brcathliigdifficgUlcs, They told reporters that they saw u yellow powder spilled' 
InllielFsclioolyords and smell foul odours before falling unconscious. 

The United Stales has lent Its support to an investigation hy the United Nut Ions secretary 
general Into the Incident. 

The UN Security Council Issued a statement calling on Secretary General Juvicr I'crc/. de 
Cuellar to initiate n probe Into the mysterious Illnesses afflicting hundreds or schoolgirls In the 
occupied territory. 

"We believe the Security Council statement was n constructive act Ion which should rein- 
force the liiftriiatlonnl effort already underway to determine the nature of these reported 
poisonings," said Slate Department Spokesman John Hughes, 

He noted that separate probes were being conducted by the International Committee of the 
Red Cross, the World Health Organization nnd the Atlanta team. 

Israeli medical authorities have also conducted their own Investigation, the spokesman said . 

Israel rejected Ihe Security Council statement, and indicated it may block the request to 
have the secretary general investigate the matter Independently. 

"Israel rejects the statement made (by Security Council) President Jcnnc Kirkpatrick of the 
US on behalf of the Security Council", Israeli UN Ambassador Yehuda Blum said In a press 
release. 

"Extensive clinical laboratory and environmental analysis yielded no traces whatsoever of 
poisoning,” he said. “The presidential statement not only ignores my letter (of 30 April 
addressed to the Council president) but also contains a completely unwarranted reference to 
‘cases of poisoning'.”

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USAID project aims to train managers

AMMAN — An American 
development assistance official, 
who is now working on a training 
project Tor Jordan returned 
“home” again recently to conti- 
nue her work. 

Leila Mogliamiftm is nn American 
or Palestinian extraction. She has never 
broken her tics to the Middle East, to 
which she feels very close. She calls the 
area “home" and has many professio- 
nal ard personal contacts here. 

On a recent professional visit to 
Aminnn, she managed to sec many 
personal friends, who also helped her 
very much in her work. One of these 
friends is Minister of Social Develop- 


ment ln'am Al-Mufli, who “advised 
me on what to do and where to go," 
particularly where the training of 
women and their affairs is concerned. 

Miss Moghannam, a co-ordinator 
of the technical bureau of the United 
States Agency for international Deve- 
lopment (USAfD), says that the US en- 
courages the improvement oftheslatus 
of women, which is an integral part of 
the Jordanian five-year plan. It will be 
included in the project she is now 
working on. 

Mcr career background has been 
mostly in (he Middle East. She has 
spent some time in Iran, eight years in 
runisin, nnd has made many trips (o 
Jordan. She describes her job as assist- 


ing in planning the work of the Near 
East Bureau as well as developing and 
designing projects for training in the 
area. 

Her present assignment was re- 
quested by Mr. Walter Bollinger, 
USAID director in Amman. He asked 
her to assist in writing a project paper 
on “Development Administration 
Training”. It is hoped that 160 Jorda- 
nians will be trained In a project to 
grow oul of this paper. The training 
will cover management and adminis- 
tration in addition to skills in subjects 
such as hospital administration, nurs- 
ing, computer science, some agricultu- 
ral work and the training of trainers in 
all subjects. Thirty graduate degree 
grants in various fields will be included 
in the total number. 

Miss Moghannam notes that there 


arc two excellent univcrj-ilics .ilic.uh 
operating in Jordan with graduate pi n- 
grammes, plus a third now being set up. 
This is In addition to 45 commit nil v 
colleges. She says it is important to look 
at all (his und liml nut why, when all 
this is available, there is still u need lor 
human resource programmes in both 
graduate academic mul vocational 
Helds. 

She has noticed an important point: 
When Jordanians “want lo do research 
or write feasibility studies, thuy depend 
on (he outside therefore (hey must do 
post-graduate research themselves lo 
HI! this gap.

The prequalifying compa- 
nies are also required to show that 
some key staff members have exper- 
ience In the kind of sanitary engineer- 
ing work involved, as well as a large 
enough technical and engineering staff 
to handle a project of (his scale. Col. 
BahRcddin said that many Jordanian 
consulting offices were actually only 
one-man operations, who would be 
incapable of taking on the work. 

60% contribution 

The local firms should do at least 60 
per cent of the work on the project, 
compared to a contribution or perhaps 
1 0 per cent they have put in on some 
earlier ventures. Col. Bahaeddin also 
emphasised that lhc US partners, when 
asked lo contribute engineering work 
of their own, must do this work within 
Jordan rather than at their home of- 
fices. This will help the locals to benefit 
fr om their experience. 

The WSC hopes to extend this ex- 
ercise in technology transfer m take in 
Jordanian construction linns as well, 
Col. Bahaeddin said.

Iron rice-bowl’ shatters

LONDON IONS) -- The “iron rice 
towf has been shattered and there 
will be no more “eating out of the same 

!»'•" . 

During the decades up to his death 
In 1976, Mao and his followers insisted 
ona baric equality ofearnings for those 
engaged in the snme work - “eating 
from the same pot” - and no Chinese 
ever lost his job • the "iron rice bowl." 

Most foreigners watching Chinese 
at work in those days were struck by 
ihelT apparent lack of energy. Even 
when it was necessary to stimulate 
them with “work-points’’ (which dis- 
appeared with the fall of the Gang) the 
j Authorities used to insist that the spirit 
ofCommunism had not been violated. 

Nowadays the egalitarian phrases 
of Maoism arc dismissed as “leftism" 
urn! a Marxist phrase has been discov- 
ered for the new rash ion: "To each ac- 
cording to his work." One Chinese 
official said cynically lust year: "When 
it works, we call it socialism. When it 
doesn't, that's capitalism." 


The entrepreneurial spirit is univ- 
ersally hailed by the Dengists, who 
hove forecast u quadrupling of produc- 
tion within 20 years. Egalitarianism 
now equals mediocrity. 

The latest peasant family to be held 
up as a model for rural emulation are 
the Xiongs of Jiangxi province. Lust 
year their net income was luuglily 
$10,000. a Chinese fortune. 

They sold 50,000 kilograms of rice 
to the State and, under the new "re- 
sponsfbrlrty system," kept a substantial 
surplus Tor their own profit, according 
to a Chinese News Agency feature. 

Go-ahead families like the Xiongs 
are a symbol, too. Tor urban workers. 
China’s Director General of Tourism, 
Han Kchua, has just announced that 
tourist workers are now to be paid ac- 
cording to productivity. Tourism is one 
of Chino’s lop money-spinners, and 
the State iseager to make the most of it. 

In the Shen Zhen Spcciul Eco- 
nomic. Zone, on the outskirts of Can- 
ton and across the border from Hong 
Kong, “floating wages" or productivity 
payments, now make up 52.6 percent 


of employees' wages, according to 
“People’s Daily" 

Basic wages in the zone, a special 
area devoted to joint foreign-Chinese 
vetUures, are 100 to 200 per cent hi- 
gher than in the rest of China, nnd Tor 
the lower paid, bonuses can double or 
treble (Inal earnings. 

This lucrative system, the paper ex- 
plained. has been in effect since last 
year, when the "stumbling blocks" 
associated with the iron rice bowl were 
removed. Swept away were an array of 
automatic allowances for bicycles, 
midnight snacks and cold drinks. 

In the Shen Zhen shops, those who 
fail to meet the new productivity tar- 
gets of the responsibility system can 
expect no “floating payments", but av-. 
erage wages tire already $60 monthly 
and some workers can earn three limes 
as much. 

In a country where urban fami- 
lies usually live in one room or perhaps 
two. the prospect of four moms as the 
normal accommodation in Shen Zhen, 
together with q thick wage packet, 
arouses emotions and ambitions thdt 
no ordinnry Chinese would dignify as 
lofty.

RANSCHBACH. WEST GER- 
MANY (ONS) -- The staid image of the 
West Germans lias taken a battering in 
the pnsi three weeks as tens or thou- 
sands of people have flocked to the 
village of Rausch bach in search of o 
miracle. 

They are drawn to the village, about 
30 miles south-west or Mannheim, by 
reports that a 1 6-year-old youth had 
his sight restored after drinking and ba- 
thing his eyes in the water from a small 
spring on the outskirts.

nnd down the road, but many ure too 
impatient to wait for them. A young 
Turk, crippled in both legs, struggles 
laboriously on crutches up the road. “I 
rend about it in a Turkish language 
paper," he says, "and I thought - why 
not givey t a try'. 1 " 

An elderly couple from the Black 
Forest, however, are in no doubt that 
"The Mother of God has blessed the 
water." They are taking live gallons 
home witli them, to drink and to bathe 
their faces. The villagers of Ran- 
schbadt- population 620 - arc let two 
minds about the spring. 

They readily assure visitors that the 
original cure took, place as reported - 
although it did happen 1 8 months ago, 
“Bild Zcilung" having rewritten the 
story from an old girlie magazine. 

The local Roman Catholic priest 
was quoted in the Ash Wednesday ar- 
ticle ns snying: “For me, this is a mira- 
cle.” Now he says: “1 have never 
spoken ora miracle." 

For those who can mu make it to 
Rnnschhncii. the local authority hns 
begun a mail-order service. About 
1 ,000 letters a day arrive in the May- 
or's tiny office, pleading lor water to be 
sent.

In short, the poors can cat out of their land but 
the richer Arabs ure condemned to import. And 
while the poor countries, Mich as Sudan . invested 
only an average of S 70 pei head in fanning dove 
lopmcni, some Opec countries could spend as 
much as S 1 7,(li)u per capita nr 24.1 times as much. 

Not surprisingly, growth of output in die 
Middle Easl is dropping remarkably fast since 
1980. Edouard Samoua . the Lebanese -born 
director general of the Food and Agricultural Or- 
ganisation (FA 0) of the United Nations, revealed 
impressive figures lately. Growth fell from 2. J 
percent in 1 980 down ro 1 .9 per cent in f 98 1 and

other two capitals in the triangle. But in the 
last two years relations between China and 
the Soviet Union have become less volatile and 
more stable; and the two countries arc in a 
position to make further, significant im- 
provements in their ties, should changing re- 
lations with other countries encourage this. 

From Washington’s vantage point, the road 
to improved relntions with Peking runs th- 
rough Bonn, Tokyo and Moscow. Effective 
relntions with Western allies are essential to 
win Chinese respect for US military And 
economic slaying power. Serious Soviet- 
American arms -control negotiations would 
vnuke Chinese cooperation with the United 
Slates seem sounder ami safer for Peking. It 
would encourage Peking to seek closer ties 
with Washington In order to limit the extent of 
Soviet- American detente but would not seem 
to risk entwining China in a Sovict-American 
confrontation. 

China and the United States must also re- 
sume discussion of common interests and 
foreign policy goals. During the 1970s, 
Washington and Peking shared a wide variety 


of concerns, for example, in Indochina and 
South Asia. Regular consultations led to better 
understanding of their respective roles in 
maintaining global nnd regional balances of 
power, encouraging them to take parallel ac- 
tion where their interests overlap. 

At (he same time, it would be n mistake lo 
let concern for the global balance of power 
wholly determine America’s China policy. The 
Chinese greatly distrust and resent being used 
by America as a tactical pawn, and US policy 
must make sense cm its own terms. 

The American decisions in 1 9 SO and 19H1 
lo sell military equipment to Puking nnd US 
policy begun in the early 1970s of cusing 
barriers against exports of technology lo 
Chinn arc cases in point. The Chinese per- 
ceived the 1980 arms decisions as n response- 
to the Soviet invasion of Afghanistan and the 
1981 decision as a wny of easing arms sales lo 
Taiwan, and suspected that in both instances 
the United Slates’ purpose was simply to use 
China on the cheap. 

As for technology transfers, high-level US 
officials have made repeated promises about

Food, more than anything else, could become 
the Arab World ’s most explosive issue in Hie 
years to come. And (he danger lies within. 

such matters as the licensing of computer 
sales, but the Washington bureaucracy has 
been extraordinarily sluggish in fulfilling them. 

Al this point, rather than undertake new 
initiatives, China and the United States should 
make the most of previous cooperative un- 
dertakings. Washington should expand 
scholarly exchanges and encourage negoti- 
ations about the participation of US oil com- 
panies in the development of China’s offshore 
oil. The Commerce Department should con- 
tinue to oversee a programme for training 
Chinese industrial managers, and Sino-Arncr- 
icuu trade should be cushioned from pmtec- 
tionist itnpusles on both sides. 

Perhaps most important lo both countries is 
adherence to the 17 August communique in 
which the United States pledged gradually to 
reduce arms sales to Tniwnn ns Peking pursues 
■ peaceful reunification with Tuiwuu. 

The measure nf Shullx's visit tu Peking will 
be taken in the months dial follow. Will it be 
part of an integrated effort to improve re- 
lations with allies nnd the Soviet Union? Will It

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‘More Egypts\ but for whom? 


THE US ADMINISTRATION would have the Arabs 
believe that President Reagan's recent announ- 
cement to postpone, not cancel, the delivery of F- 
16 fighter planes to Israel, is proof that the US Is 
sincere in putting pressure on Israel to at least 
withdraw Its occupying forces from Lebanon. 

Ilut In fact the decision represents nothing 
more than a spectacular publicity stunt designed 
to dupe Arab governments into Joining yet another 
US-sponsored “pence process" Instead of a ge- 
nuine drive for real peace in the area. 

While not discrediting some of the positive 
(points of the Reagan plan, it still does not go far 
enough to meet the legitimate demand of the 
Pntesllnlnns for self-determination, a prere- 
quisite for a just and lasting peace In the Middle 
East. Therefore, any f Arab nation that uncon- 
ditionally accepts Reagan plan, can only expect an 
even further compromise of Palestinian rights, 
uud consequently more Instability In the region, 
rather than rcul peace. 

Ilut President Reagan cynically thinks that the 
Arabs haven’t learned from the lesson of Sadat and 
nrc ready to accept the US-lsraell concept of peace 
simply because t lie delivery of a few bomber 
planes, not to be delivered until 1985 anyways, will 
be delayed. 

American duplicity towards the Arabs rather 
than American pressure on Israel Is the name of 


the US administration's F-16 game. In case anyone 
Is still confused about the rules of this game, Mr 
Reagan himself summed them up best at the same 
session where he dropped his own bomb when he 
said, “Very simply, what the goal of our whole plan 
Is, and its being delayed until we get this clearing 
of Lebanon, the goal Is to create more Egypts.” 
Rather proving its sincerity towards achieving 
an Israeli withdrawal Prom Lebanon and even- 


tually the West Bank, the US has only confirmed the 
steadfastness of the US-lsraell special re- 
lationship to its increasingly disillusioned Arab 


friends. Any lingering hopes that Mr. Reagan's 
decision represented a major shift In US Mideast 
policy were dashed by General Eytan’s remark that 
Israel shouldn't get too upset over the Issue, and 
Casper Weinberger's gift of 200 Sidewinder 
missiles to Moshe Arens for displaying 
“flexibility and moderation” In his views or the 
Lebancse-lsraell peace talks. 

So the decision to halt the delivery of F-l6s to 
Israel amounts to nothing more than another tac- 
tical move to Induce a few select Arab nations to do 
what Sadat did. Not that there Is anything intrin- 
sically wrong with tactical manoeuvres. 
Sometimes they are necessary If they precede s 
major break from the status quo. But America's 
policy of unending tactical moves to soothe the 
Arabs, while Israel expands, Is destined to result 
In the opposite of the little Egypts the US Is hoping 
to create.

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The Present Middle East 
Situation: The 
background 


Greetings to Jerusalem! 


WHEN ASKED WHERE the borders of Israel lay, the late Prime 
Minister Golda Meyer, replied simply "where our people live." Since 
there is a design regarding where the "Israeli volk" live or should live, 
the settlement programme end the creation of new facts in the West 
Bank, Gaza and the Golan Heights should not be surprising. Is it pre- 
sumptious to wonder if this is the beginning of the era of the Israeli 
Empire, the Israeli Reich? "Drang nach osten", expansion to the East in 
search of "living space" and the settlement programme have indeed 
made more credible the charge that Israel has been working towardsthe 
building of an empire: an Israel uber alles. 

With the above for a background, consider how the Arab and the 
Israeli positions have changed since 1967. The Arab side in a continu- 
ousdownward slide, everso cleverly made to scale down I heir expec- 
tations with the Israelis proceeding in the opposite direction; ever 
upward Imposing tougher terms to reach an agreement with the Arabs. 
Broadly and simpllsticafly stated, prior to 1967, the Israelis claimed 
they wanted peace while the Arabs appeared to reject the idea. Since 
that catastrophically faLeful "war", the positions have radically altered. 
The more the Arabs scale down their stand, the harder the Israeli 
position becomes. 

The first dow nward step the Arabs took was the acceptance by some 
Arab states — or United Nations Resolution 242 of 1967. Even then it 
was quite clear to those who could read between the lines, that Israel, 
was not only reluctant to accept the idea of peace, but would In fact 
oppose it with tenacious obstinacy. The long lerm effects of the 1967 
war were many: military, political, human and territorial. For the 
present, three by-products are or immediate concern. The first is the 
territorial change that took place and the seemingly changed Israeli 
attitude towards peace. Seemingly, because Israel, as later events were 
to prove, never really wanted peace. The two other developments are 
related to the territorial change. In order to maintain Its hold on the 
land, Israel worked avidly between 1967 and 1972 to bi-polarize the 
Arab-lsraell conflict between the two mqjor superpowers thus freezing 
•ny development towards reaching a peaceful settlement. Viewed from 
the Israeli side, the settlement programme and the creeping annexation 
•tw leaping aggressions were calculated to escalate and Intensify not 
only the feeling, but the conflict Itself. 

The October War of 1973 following the ousler or Soviet advisors 
from Egypt In 1972, ,was an Arab attempt to do-polarize the conflict. 

- Unfortunately this was accomplished only with regard to the Egyptian 
or the conflict. With or without the complicity of the then US 
Secretary of Stale Henry K|ssinger, israel succeeded In Isolating Egypt 
jw" the Arab fold. The late President Sadat firmly believed that should 
■ uw «ychologlcal barrier" be swept away the Arabs and the Israelis 
would achieve peace: the lamb would co-exist with the wolf.

A second reading of the 
Non-Alignment declaration 


IN ITS ARTICLE on the Non-Aligned 
Slim mil Conference held in New Delhi 
earlier (his month, the Newsweek of 
14 March handled the subject rather 
negatively. Its choice of the title of the 
article "Realigning the Non aligned" 
implies — and so docs the body of the 
article on the whole — that the "centr- 
ist leadership" of the summit, as the 
article chooses to call India and other 
leading powers on the conference, 
have been trying this time to so Don the 
radical drift (hat the movement has 
taken recently under the leadership of 
Cuba. Flirt hcnnorc, an attempt has 
been made in the article to sarcastically 
minimize the “movement’s watch- 
word Five D's: decolonization, disar- 
mament, detente, development and 
democratization." What the gist of the 
whole article, as well as the comment- 
ary of sonic local press reviews, 
amounts to is that the movement has 
not been ublc so far to be as non-aligned 
as it claims u. be. 

In other words, Western propa- 
ganda insinuates that there can he 
nothing like non-alignment in the poli- 
cies ofthc world today. 

Yet for nil that has been said about 
the movement, the New Delhi confer- 
ence has scored certain remurkable 
successes as far as its final declaration 
goes. Regardless of the differences of 
loyalties ihat the 10/ members of the 
movement tend to bear, and in spite of 
the difficulty of coming up with a fully 
iiiMUiimous vole on all various Issues, 
the New Delhi conference has man- 
aged to keep the essential spirit ofthc 
movement alive. 

To understand what this means, 
one should be reminded of the real im- 
plication of the non-aligned 
movement, in light or the positive 
neutrality the summit leaders of the 
Bandung conference of 1955, Nasser. 
Nehru and Tito, preached at the time. 
When the positivity of the movement’s 
non-alignment or neutrality is being 
objectively emphasized, away from 
any deliberately or unconsciously pre- 
meditated prejudice or bias, things will 
be put in their true context. 


For positive neutrality is the nega- 
tion or lukewarm or biased neutrality. 
It is only positive neutrality that can 
always and genuinely be alive to the 
Five D’s which Newsweek ironically 
chooses to display. Mainly, positive 
neutrality means an alert and rightful 
reaction to Hie vicious attempts of 
weakening the movement and. so to 
speak, exploding it from (he inside 
through insinuating that only depen- 
dency works. 

First, the New Delhi non-aligned 
conference hos made a shill from the 
previous movement's militant strug- 
gles far freedom to an emphasis on 
economic mAtlers" — thanks to the 
influence of India’s Prime Minister In-

dim Uundlii, (as paradoxically 
revealed by ihe Newsweek in a foot- 
note to its article or 1 4 March.) This 
means that the movement has not 
given up the determination to keep nn 
the struggle Tor freedom. After nil, eco- 
nomic sanity is the key to political 
freedom and independence In the 
present world of ours. 

Hence, the emphasis, in the decla- 
ration of the New Delhi conference, 011 
the economic disparity that splits the 
world into the rich north and the poor 
south. “Under the present unjust 
world economic system," says the de- 
claration "the levers of power are 
firmly in the hands of a Tew developed 
countries and are often used to the de- 
triment of the interests of the develop- 
ing countries," Isn’t this implied dis- 
trust of the current world’s economic 
system, as well as the call for the ur- 
gency and imperativeness or the 
“North -South" dialogue, In (mother 
pnrt of the declaration, indicative of Ihe 
truly positive neutrality thnl the 
non-alignment movement? And isn’t 

the summit blame oil' “a Tew Industria- 
lized countries, in particular, one ma- 


jor industrial country ,“ for the failure 
to launch global negotiations, another 
move in (he right way? Or do some 
circles want that the movement, oth- 
erwise, undersign complete resigna- 
tion to the rich powers* intention of 
economically colonizing the Third 
World? 

Second, in spile of the unhealthy 
remark made by the Newsweek article 
toihecfteci that "little or no opposition 
is expected to strident — and by now- 
rout inc — denunciation of the 
movement’s two most prominent 
whipping hoys. Israel and South 
Africa," the New 1 Delhi conference — 
regardless nf the noncsensical talk 
about radicals uud non radicals — could 
do no belter ilum what it did on the 
question or Palestine. Its altogether ne- 
glect of President Reagan’s Middle Fust 
pence plan, its. support for the creation 
of an independent Palestinian Mute, its 
call for the setting-up of a war crimes 
tribunal to try Israel for its crimes 
com mined against the Palestinian peo- 
ple. its uccusation of Washington of 
violating its commitment to guarnnlee 
the surety of Palestinian refugees in Le- 
banon, its demand for the total uncon- 
ditional Israeli withdrawal from all 
Palestinian and other Arab territories, 
and above all its obdurate stress on 
Palestinian self-determination — not 
to forget its backing up of (he Fez Aral* 
Summit Conference resolutions — nil 
these ore trends in the right way of 
consolidating the struggle against one 
of "the two whipping boys," that have 
been employed to harass the peace of 
the Third World both politically and 
economically. 


And finally — thanks again to In- 
dira Gandhi's reassuring words in her 
interview with a Newsweek reporter 
to the elTcct that , "the non-aligned 
movement, will encourage the trend 
toward peace and Ihe growing feeling 
agRinst nuclear war." The New Delhi 
conference did endorse this lop prior- 
ity of the world’s real peace seekers' 
and makers.

Remnants of an empire 

Wnrm spring sunshine showers the silent railway station of " Al-Mahata" in downtown Amman. 
The once bustling station on the Hija/. Railway is no longer an important stop for pilgrims heading for 
Ihc holy city of Mecca. The Amman station, built In the first decade of this century hy the Ottomans, 
has once a strategic centre for Turkish troops heading for Palestine, Sinai and the Hija/ after the 
outbreak of World War One. As a result of the war most of the railway, especially (he southern part of 
It, was destroyed. Slowly the Amman station faced death. But, It was not until 1948 that most of the 
activity on the Hija/ line came to a halt. 

Now the service is reduced to a twice weekly passenger train run between Amman and Damascus. A 
modern Jnpnnese diesel engine pulls the old passenger cars from the Ottoman period. Some of the 
original Turkish engines were sold as scrap some years ago. What remains now at the station’s depot 
are 1940s and 50s British and German engines, which are kept In working condition, but are only used 
on special occasions, once or twice a year. There are still a number of workers at the station who go on 
doing what thev have done for more than JO years. "The world has changed a lot outside the main gates 
of Ihc station says Hajjl All, one of the oldest employees of the HUax Railway Corp. "Yet, Inside the 
gates, we still maintain the old steamengincs as If they will run forever." 

But deep inside Hajji All, he knows that the era of the stcamenglne, which he drove from Jaffa in 
1948, ended long ago.

Seabed riches - the common 
heritage of mankind---

The treaty's main problems lay hi its 
restrictions on deep seabed mining. The 
scuhed font nlm. vast quantities or such 
si rutile mineral* as manga nescondcuhnlt, 
will chare necessary t»i run an fact lire steel. Jet 
engines and other vital products essential to 
our defence and Industrial hose. 

The United Suites and other countries 
must now rely heavily on imports to meet 
their strategic-mineral needs. Yet many 
foreign suppliers are not Tellable, and In 
other cases higher -grade ores ure being de- 
pleted. The seabed's resources therefore 
represent nn import aril future alternative. 

At present, all nations have the right in 
mine the seabed under the doctrine of 
"freedom of the seas." According to 
International law, the resources of the ocean 
floor belong to no one. They are the legiti- 
mate property of whoever undertakes the 
expense and risks or hringlng them to the 
surface. 

The Law of the Sea Treaty stands this 
principle of its head, it asserts that the 
seabed's minerals are "the common heri- 
tage of mankind, " meaning that they belong 
collectively to all nations. 

While the concept sounds noble, in 
practiced implies that nonationhasthcright 
to mine without permission from the "body 
of the whole" - effectively repealing 
* ‘freedom of t he seas'* as It appliesto ocean 
mining. 

The treaty would do Mils by creating an 
"international Seabed Authority " modeled 
loosely on the United Nations, to govern 
seabed mineral production. 

The authority’s assembly, like its United 
Nations counter part, would he dominated 
by the developing countries. These nations 
in the past have not only been hostile to the 
.United States and free- world interests but In 
the United Millions have supported the 
Soviet position as much as 80 per cent ol’ihc 
time. 


The structure or the authority's execu- 
tive council would help tlicni succeed. Unlike 
the Security Cuuiicll, the executive council 
would have nu per in a non I members and no 
great -power veto - two pro visions l hat have 
protected our interests In the United 
Nutlons. 

Thus, had America agreed to (lie treaty, 
we would have entrusted our own and our 
allies’ access to i lie sea bed's ml lie nils tut lie 
goodwill of mil ions Hint have, for the must 
purl, opposed our objectives. 

The authority's control over seabed 
milting would have been virtually complete. 
The authority would have Its own mining 
company (the "Enterprise"!, which would 
enjoy preferential treatment and generous 
subsidies, Financed primarily by Its would- 
be competitors. 

Private or nntioiinl companies wishing to 
mine would llrst have to apply for a licence, 
which the authority would nut be obliged to 
approve. IT it were granted a licence, a firm 
would be required to survey two mining 
sites, one of which the Enterprise would 
appropriate for Its own use. 

The authority could compel competing 
firms to handover their mining technology to 
the Enterprise or the developing countries, 
quite possibly choking ofrcrcattonof needed 
technology in the llrst place, it could also 
limit the quantity of minerals (hat could be 
extracted. 

Even the most enthusiastic companies 
might well balk m accepting these terms on 
lop of mining's Inherent risk and expense. 
Aiiierlcun mining firms, in particular, have 
already stated that they would not mine 
under the treaty's provisions. 

For this reason, the treaty poses a threat 
to both the Industrialized countries as well as 
the developing nations, who will need 
strategic minerals as their own economics 
mature. For no one will benefit from the 
seabed’s riches if the minerals remain on the 
ocean floor. 

Nor can these problems be solved, as 
some have argued, by the Law orthe Sea’s 
"preparatory commission," which only 
sets the detailed rules for implementing the 
treaty nnd cannot change its substance. 
What is needed instead Is an arrangement 
that will reaffirm customary international 
law. 

One of the Reagan administration’s first 
efforts has been to review how those areasof 
consensus nnd traditional law In the treaty, 
such as overfiight and navigation rlghts.can 
be reinforced. 

Second, wc need to develop alternative 
ways, outside the limiting framework orthe 
treats, to preserve ull nations' access to the 
seabed's mineral resources. The United 
e «alcs will continue to work with other 
countries inward the creation of such ar- 
rangements.

The problem of ticks 




MV went out for a picnic the other 
day and some of ws noticed ticks on 
us when we got back home. How do 
we get rid of them ? 

Ticks are common in wooded areas 
and places w here sheep and gnats fre- 
quent. To remove them do not try to 
pull them off as this method may leave 
pat t ofihe tick's mouth purls or leg tips 
imbedded under the skin, a source of 
infection 

Apply a i hick coating of vaseline, or 
petroleum jelly, around ihe tick. This 
will cm oft its air supply and u will turn 
loose soon enough. Another method is 
to bring the burning end of n cigarette 


close io the lick so t tun ii will let go of its 
grip io avoid the heat. 

After that wash the site wilh soup 
and w riter, dry. and apply an antiseptic 
cream such as zinc oxide ointment.
